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Where to start? The year is rocketing 
along on a wave of accomplishment and 
success in many areas, and words can 
never hope to capture the spirit, en- 
thusiasm and drive that is so much a 
part of your School. 

On the Academic side, thirty percent 
of our students received First Class 
Honours at Christmas. Of this group, six 
are in our Seventh Form which would 
indicate that our record of University 
acceptances should be as strong this 
year as it was last. And last year the 
record was one hundred percent! As 
well, our top student and Head Prefect, 
James Booth, has recently received a 
perfect score in his Mathematics SAT, 
and a perfect score in his Physics Col- 
lege Board Achievement Test. In other 
areas, this student made two errors in 
his English SAT, and four errors in his 
English Achievement Test. And lest any 
of you should worry that we are em- 
phasizing the development of but one 
side of this young man's character, I 
should point out that he represents the 
School on First Team Soccer, Cross 
Country Skiing and Rugby, plays in the 
Band, sings in the Choir, leads our 
Debating Society and is a thoroughly 
popular and respected member of the 
School. All of which may lead some 
skeptics to feel that, hecause 1 have 
singled him out, this young man is total- 
ly exceptional. Not so. His College 
Board Scores certainly are, but in many 
other ways he is a good representative of 
the majority of our students: bright, ar- 
ticulate, and involved. In short, the 
academic tone and standard of the 
School is very strong, and getting 
stronger. 

And in other areas we continue to 
thrive. The Players Club is involved in 
two major productions this year, and 
Junior Plays, Noon Hour Theatre, and 
Drama Workshops keep our Little 
Theatre (a euphemism for the stage in 
the gynmasium) in full use. Our Band 
goes from strength to strength, and this 
year played at the School's Armistice 
Service, in Lennoxville and in 
Knowlton. Bandsmen also provided a 
spirited Chapel of Christmas Music dur- 
ing Examination Week. The Carol Ser- 
vice on December 18 was one of the 
most moving within recent memory, 
with Choir and Congregation combin- 
ing for a fitting sendoff to a most suc- 
cessful Term. 



On the Athletic side, our Teams con- 
tinue lo display the grit, tenacity, and 
skill that have earmarked BCS as a 
"tough little School." Junior Boys Soc- 
cer were the ETIAC Champions. Senior 
Boys Soccer were League Champions, 
and winners of the LCC Tournament 
Championship. Senior Girls Soccer won 
the League Championship, and the Girls 
Cross Country Team won the Zone 
Championship. Our Cross Country 
Team also provided the Provincial Cross 
Country "under eighteen" Gold 
Medalist — Fraser Bertram, a student in 
our Fifth Form. In Football, the Junior 
Team won the League Championship, 
while the Senior Football Team won the 
Zone Championship (the J.C. Ellvson 
Trophy!, the BCS Old Boys Cup |vs 
Ashbury), the Senator Howard Trophy 
(vs Stansteach. and the Shirley Russell 
Cup (vs LCC). An impressive record, 
and as the winter months roll on our 
Hockey, Basketball. Volleyball, Squash 
and Cross Country Teams continue to 
uphold that record. 

Under the umbrella of '"outreach" the 
School raised a considerable sum for the 
Ethiopian relief fund and for the Old 
Brewery Mission in Montreal. Five of 
our students were part of a summer 
recreation project, sponsored by the 
School's growing association with the 
Round Square, with the Nascapi In- 
dians in and around Schefferville. 
Quebec. The project was headed by 
Robert Common who has been invited, 
by the Nascapi, to repeat the project in 
Summer 19K5. As this is being written, 
Mr. Common and two of our Senior 
Students are in Arizona, taking part in 
the Okanela Conference Ithc North 
American branch of the Round Square! 
and its planning for Project Mexico. 
Twenty two of our students this year 
are participating in the Duke of Edin- 
burgh's Award programme, a significant 
part of which is involvement in Com- 
munity Service. 

And 1 could go on. Suffice to say that 
the place is alive with electric, produc- 
tive, directed energy. Our Rugby Team, 
as noted elsewhere, is preparing for their 
tour of the Scottish Border Country. 
Ten other of our students will be visiting 
the UK and France during the Easier 
Break, while another twenty-five are 
having weekly sessions of Russian 
language and culture preparatory to a 
two week trip to the Soviet Union dur- 
ing the same (Spring) Holiday. 

How to conclude? Probably with an 
invitation to you all. If you are down, in 
despair, fed up. in the grip of the 
February Blues, come down and spend a 
day with us. You will find it a re- 
juvenating and refreshing experience.

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PROFILE: SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 

WHAT'S HAPPENING IN THE TEACHING OF 
SCIENCE AT BCS IN 1985 



(The first in a series of two articles.) 



CHARLES COLEMAN 

Head of the Science Department 



THE CURRICULUM 

Science begins in second form wilh an 
introduction to ecology. How plants and 
animals coexist on our planet is explored 
using lots of projects and field work. 

In third form there is an introduction 
to the physical sciences. (Recall the dif- 
ference between velocity and speed?? A 
mixture and a compound??). 

Fourth form introduces the anatomy 
and physiology oT the human. We pro- 
gress through the various systems of the 
body, dissecting appropriate specimens 
taken from sheep, cows and pigs. The 
eyeball lab is always a great favourite 
"Oh Gross Sir! etc. etc." We make good 
use of a video cassette recorder to inter- 
ject David Attenborough, Jonathan 
Miller, David Suzuki et al. into our 
leaching group! Thank you PBS! 

In fifth form both chemistry and 
physics are offered. Chemist y is the only 
course for which the government of 
Quebec provides an external examina- 
tion. In all the other science courses we 
set our own exams. There are advan- 
tages and disadvantages to this situa- 
tion. On one hand, we are not held quite 
so rigidly to the government syllabus 
(which in certain areas could be improv- 
ed); while on the other hand, we are not 
able to immediately compare the perfor- 
mance of our students with other North 
American schools. 

There are however several contest ex- 
ams in which our students compete. The 
results of the Sir Isaac Newton Physics 
exam (circulated by the University of 
Waterloo) give us a measure of our suc- 
cess vis-a-vis other schools in 1 984. 

Richard Hoy scored in the top 2%. In 
the Chenn. 1 3 News Exam James Booth 
was in the top 9% and Mary Hallward 
was in the top 22% of the 6060 students 
who wrote the exam. In the National 
Secondary School Chemistry Exam, 
James stood in the top 10 of all con- 
testants. 

COMPUTERS IN THE SCIENCE 
PROGRAM 

How are we using computers? Are 
they taking over? Actually they can be 



used very effectively in the laboratory to 
produce simulations of certain ex 
peri me nls thai would otherwise be int 
possible to perform. In these cases, the 
apparatus can he seen on the screen and 
the student is able to change variables 
and control the running of the experi- 
ment by typing at the computer 
keyboard. Observations are made and 
data is collected. It is not of course, our 
intention to replace the "hands'on" lab 
experience wilh a dreary keyboard and 
television screen, but there arc times 
when the computer can be used to ad- 
vantage. 

For example, experts? can be a factor. 
Buying certain large pieces of apparatus 
such as a spectrophotometer a 
chroma tograph or a Geiger Counter 
would tic up a great deal of money in a 
machine that is only briefly used each 
year. The computer can simulate these 
machines. 

Another factor is safety. Certain 
experiments employing dangerous 
chemicals and /or apparatus are best 
simulated. 

Time is a consideration. Population 
genetics experiments that would require 
many years to actually perform can be 
simulated by the computer in minutes. 
Furthermore, with more than thirty -five 
computers available, each student can 
work at his own pace during an ex peri 
ment, 

Finally, the staff use them as teaching 
aids. We have our lab apparatus and 
chemical inventory stored in a daia base 
thai facilitates ordering new materials 
and we type our notes, exams and stu- 
dent handouts on the word processor. 

SPECIAL PROJECTS 

MAR1NT. BIOLOGY 

In April the sixth form biology class 
spends two weeks studying marine 
science. This mini course, which is ac- 
tually outside the regular curriculum, 
culminates with a week long field trip in 
May to the Huntsman Marine 
Laboratory in St. Andrews, N.B. 

At the Marine Lah we use the 
research vessel to make collections from 



the deep with trawls, plankton nets and 
water collecting bottles. The sludents 
plot tempera l tire and salinity profiles 
and collect specimens in a systematic 
way from the different inlertidal areas 
along the coast. In the lab they have lec- 
tures and learn lo use keys to identify 
their specimens. 

GUI DEB NATURE: WALK 

The seventh and second form biology 
class has made a start in the develop- 
ment of a self guided nature walk that 
will wind through the BCS woods 
behind the school. The walk will 
ultimately consist i>\ a do/en or so sites 
where the various plants and physical 
formations will be described by discrete 
signs and labels. 

Each year the students will work 
together to prepare one or two of these 
sites as a pari of their biology course. 

ON IMF IIORI/.ON 

A group of students are going tn build 
a greenhouse this spring from redundant 
storm windows. Perhaps if they do a 
good job. and if it is used successfully ii 
could lead the way toward a full sized in- 
stallation on the science building roof?

A new student may well ask this ques- 
tion and i he answer would be, "It is BCS 
T radii ion." As we approach our ses- 
quicentennial, let us tell you how this 
tradition began. 

In the early days at BCS. boys wrote 
McGill entrance exams in order to 
matriculate from school. Indeed the ties 
wilh McGill were so close that in 1904 
the Board of Directors invited a McGill 
professor to conduct examinations in 
I he four upper forms of the school and 
submit a report on his findings. The first 
of these examiners was Dr. Stephen 
Leacock in 1 904 and the practice con- 
tinued for many years. 

The results of the McGill exams were 
not made public until well after June 
closing. Therefore prize giving and 
matriculation ceremonies were held at 
Thanksgiving when parents and senior 
students returned for a splendid celebra- 
tion. 

In the sixties increasing numbers of 
students were attending universities out- 
side Quebec. Students and parents were 
unable to return for the Thanksgiving 
prize giving ceremonies. As a result 
they were advanced to take place 
simultaneously wilh the June closing. 

However, the tradition of hosting 
young alumni continued at BCS, to par- 
ticipate in sports.

OFFICE AND REPORT ON THE ANNUAL FUND 

MIKE McMASTER 



It would seem appropriate to put in 
perspective the role of your Foundation, 
its present status, and the significance of 
its importance to the School and its 
future. 

The B.C.S. Foundation was establish- 
ed in 1967 for the purpose of soliciting 
funds to be used in support of the 
School's programs. Money was raised, 
as it had been prior to 1967. for specific 
projects such as new facilities, and the 
require me tits necessary to the 
amalgamation of B.C.S. and King's Hall. 
During this time the Foundation, sup- 
ported by dedicated volunteers and 
generous benefactors, helped refurbish 
the School and maintain its first rate 
educational standards. 

We entered (he eighty's with excellent 
facilities and a solid program, but we 
lacked a strong financial base so 
necessary to support scholarships and 
bursaries and the maintenance of a plant 
which is large and ageing. In 1982 a 
Foundation office was established with 
a full lime Director and the School con- 
stituency was approached in the fall of 
1982 and 1983 with the objective of 
building an Endowment Fund. Through 
the generosity of you. Foundations, 
parents, and friends we now have an En- 
dowment with a base of SI, 000,000. 



Parallel to the Foundation is the 
B.C.S. Alumni Association, an integral 
part of the B.C.S. comm unity with its 
commitment to keeping us informed, 
gathering us together, and reminding us 
of our responsibility to an excellent 
School which has served us well. Long 
term support for the Alumni Associa- 
tion has resulted in significant contribu- 
tions to scholarship funds and some 
facility improvements. 

In April 1984 with the idea of coor- 
dinating the activities of the Foundation 
and the Alumni Association, a develop- 
ment office was formed within the 
framework of the Foundation. The ob- 
jectives of the Alumni Association arc 
unchanged, but we now have a staff 
dedicated to build interest and support 
for the School in a manner which should 
avoid any duplication and will call upon 
our help in a systematic fashion. This 
type of organization seems most ap- 
propriate in recognition of the many 
events that will precede the up-coming 
150th Anniversary of the School, as 
well as the necessity to extend our re- 
cent effort towards raising Endowment 
Funds into the program of Annual Giv- 
ing.

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Annual Giving is imperative for our 
School and. whether large or small, it is 
your way to remember the alma mater. 
It is, and will continue to be set up so 
that your donation can be recorded in 
the manner you indicate. The present 
campaign, which commenced in 
November, suggested you consider sup 
porting the scholarship and bursary pro- 
gram or the maintenance of the School 
plant. The Scholarship program is cur- 
rently funded by the endowment of 
SI. 000.000 and includes S45.000 from 
our present campaign. It is our intention 
to unitize this capital. The units would 
be valued on the performance of the 
funds. They should serve as a useful 
marketing tool for the raising of addi- 
tional monies. 

Designating monies for the 
maintenance of the School fS4 2.000 
since November) is important for the 
continuing need to upgrade our 
facilities. Please remember that dona- 
tions in kind, whether they be com- 
puters, furniture, or other needs of the 
School, should also be considered. 

The present financial status of the 
Foundation, as portrayed on page nine, 
is representative of the above projects as 
well as a most generous bequest of the 
late H. Weir Davis. It would appear that 
we are in good shape, but please 
remember that our efforts are designed 
to build a capital base from which to 
fund the School require men is. At the 
same time there is no doubt that major 
projects will be required to sustain the 
appearance of B.C.S. and to attract the 
calibre of staff and student to maintain 
the standards of the School. 

It would be my hope that with, a 
sense of pride, a sincere effort, and a 
feeling of commitment, we will alt ap 
proach the I50ih anniversary of our 
School as a period in our history in 
which wc rekindled or rcfocused our 
obligation to B.C.S. through active par- 
ticipation in the many anniversary 
events, as well as making an ongoing 
financial commitment to the best of our 
abilities.
